NEW YEAR'S GAIETY 


Marin County will start 1958 
with a population of 132,441 
men, women and children, ac­ 
cording to an estimate today 
by the expansion-minded Ma­ 
rin Development Foundation. 
But the total will be 10,000 
less if one believes an estimate 
— also released today— by the 
conservative 
California 
Tax­ 
payers’ Assn. The latter group 
set Marin’s population at 122,- 
600. 
The two estimating groups 
agreed 
closely, 
however, on 
the amount of increase in Ma­ 
rin’s populace during 1957. The 
development foundation pin­ 
pointed it at 2,441. The taxpay­ 
er group put it in round fig­ 
ures at 3.400. 
The federal census of 1950 
gave Marin a population of 
85,619. The development foun­ 
dation figures the county has 
grown by 54.6 per cent since 
then. The taxpayers associa­ 
tion puts the growth at 43.2 
per cent. 


The development founda­ 
tion breaks down its estimate 
by districts. And this shows, 
pointed out Carroll H. Snv- 
ke.r, executive secretary, that 
Marin’s unincorporated areas 
now exceed its nine incor­ 
porated cities in popidation 
for the first time. 


The gain since 1950 in un­ 
incorporated areas has been 
82.3 per cent, according to the 
foundation’s figures, compar­ 
ed with 32.1 per cent growth 
in the cities. 
The unincorporated Novato 
area has shown by far the 
greatest growth — increasing 
321 per cent from a population 
of 3,496 in 1950 to 14,721 as 
of day after tomorrow, accord­ 
ing to the foundation’s esti­ 
mates. 


However, the city of San 
Rafael remains the county’s 
largest community on Jan. 1, 


with a population of 17,996. 
This will be a percentage 
growth of 29.9 from the cen­ 
sus figure of 13,848 in 1950.

times with a razor-sharp table 
knife. 
He died 15 minutes 
later in the prison hospital. 
His slayer was -Victor Bello, 
also 25, of Fresno, prison of­ 
ficials and Dist. Atty. W. O. 
Weissich reported. 
EARLIER KNIFING 
Bello said he had been knif­ 
ed by Daniels on the second 
tier of the south cellblock, 
where the two had adjoining 
maximum security cells, when 
*hey were let out to go to the 
mess hall some 15 minutes be­ 
fore Daniels was killed in re­ 
taliation. 
A 
chisel-like 
hobby 
shop 
knife was found by Donald 
Midyett, chief investigator for 
the Marin County district at­ 
torney, when he searched Dan­ 
iels’ cell. Apparent customary 
hiding place for the knife was 
a hollowed-out chair leg. 
HIDDEN KNIFE 
On the way to the dining 
hall, Bello grabbed a knife hid­ 
den behind pipes in the cell­ 
block building, District Attor­ 
ney Weissich said. Bello stood 
in line to be seated for break­ 
fast opposite Daniels, who was 
in another line. 
Suddenly, Bello lunged over 
to where Daniels stood and 
stabbed him in the chest. The 
thrust pierced his heart, caus­ 
ing death, said a doctor at the 
prison hospital. 
Bello shoved Daniels against 
a group of other prisoners and 
stabbed him twice again before 
he was subdued by guards, 
Weissich related. 
TAPED HANDLE 
The weapon retrieved was a 
table knife with electric tape 
on the handle and a shai*jned 
blade. 
Bello said Daniels started to 
sing after 
lock-up Saturday 
night and refused to stop, in 
spite of complaints from Bello 
and other prisoners on the tier. 
The two men shouted curses 
at each other until quieted by 
guards. 
Bello said Daniels threaten­ 
ed him: “You better come out 
fighting tomorrow.” 
Weissich said he would ask 
for a first degree murder in­ 
dictment against Bello at the

had not decided whether to ask 
the death penalty. 


HELD IN ISOLATION 
Bello was being held in iso­ 
lation today at San Quentin. 
His wounds, a deep cut on the 
left cqlf and one on the left 
side below the armpit, were 
not considered serious. 
Bello, a Mexican, is serving a 
six-month-to-10-year term for 
car theft and escape from the 
city jail at Firebaugh, Fresno 
County. 
He was paroled from

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Chicken In Each Pot 
1958 Forecast For Us 


By JEANNE LESEM 
NEW YORK (IP* — A chicken 
in every pot and a greater va­ 
riety of frozen food on our din­ 
ner tables — this is the market 
basket outlook for 1958. 
The U.S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture predicts we’ll cat a 
record amount of chicken dur­ 
ing the new year, principally in 
broiler size. 
The USDA added that retail 
prices possibly will be a little 
higher than they were in 1957. 
Some price increases, the de­ 
partment explained, will be 
caused by a strong consumer 
demand for such foods as beef 
and eggs, which are expected 
to be in somewhat shorter sup­ 
ply. Marketing charges are also 
expected to rise slightly, the 
department added, c a u s i n g 
some price increases at the re­ 
tail level. 
MORE TURKEY 
As for specific food items: 
Pork supplies are expected 
to be larger, and beef and veal 
supplies smaller. 
If you like turkey as a year- 
round food as well as a special 
holiday treat, your chance will 
come in 1958. Turkey consump­ 
tion is expected to be second 
only to this year’s record high. 


the USDA said. 
Although chicken prices will 
probably go no higher than at 
present, eggs will cost more, 
the department forecast, and— 
even though higher milk pro­ 
duction is foreseen — retail 
prices of milk and cfgiry prod­ 
ucts are expected to show little 
change. 
Fruits and vegetables will be 
plentiful during the winter and 
spring, the department added, 
and apples, oranges and grape­ 
fruit should be in even greater 
supply than they were during 
the same period last year. 
In the food freezer depart­ 
ment, the Grocery Manufac­ 
turers Assn. predicts more new 
soups, desserts and meats, plus 
a bigger selection of heat-and- 
eat plate dinners. 
MORE SELF-SERVICE

packaged products.

DETROIT (#) — Their old coach called them “dead,” 
their victims called them “lucky” and their new coach 
calls them “the fightingest damn bunch of guys I've 
ever seen.” 
But whatever you call them, 
today the Detroit Lions are the 
world champions of profession­ 
al football. They proved it yes­ 
terday by dealing the Cleve­ 
land Browns the worst defeat 
in the team ’s history, 59-14, in 
(he world title game at Briggs 
Stadium. 
The 
s t a r t l i n g 
trium ph, 
achieved before 55,263 and a 
nationwide television audience, 
provided a dramatic climax to 
the daffiest campaign in Na­ 


tional Football League history. 
A grizzled band of old pro 
die-hards and a couple of rook­ 
ies combined to produce this 
city’s fourth world champion­ 
ship football team. This is the 
third time the Lions have grab­ 
bed off the big prize by beat­ 
ing their 
bitter 
rivals 
from 
Ohio. 
Under the flawless guidance 
of quarterback Tobin Rote the 
Lions moved 
with 
authority 
and command from the start, 


scoring 17 points in the open­ 
ing period and following with 
14 points in each of the last 
three 
quarters. 
Rote, 
who 
never before played with a title 
winning team in eight seasons 
of pro ball, was an offensive 
giant for the Lions. 
The bronzed, drawling Tex­ 
an who took over as solo quar­ 
terback four weeks ago when 
Bobby 
Layne 
was 
sidelined 
with a fractured ankle, threw 
four touchdown 
passes 
and 
scored another. 
Handyman Jim Martin, the 
old Notre Dame veteran .the 
Lions almost released last sum­ 
mer, got the club off to a rous­ 
ing start. He kicked a 31-yard 
field goal in the first period 
and before the scrap was over 
added eight extra points. 


The Browns, division champs 
seven times in eight seasons 
and world titlists three times, 
never really got started. Line­ 
backer Bob Long, one of more 
than half a dozen Detroit stal­ 
warts obtained in player deals, 
intercepted a Tommy O’Con­ 
nell pass three plays later. In 
three plays the Lions scored 
with Rote sneaking over from 
the one. 


Milt Campbell fumbled the 
kickoff and rookie Terry Barr 
of Michigan recovered on the 
Cleveland 15. In six plays the 
score stood 17-0.

If Air Force Buys Rafael 
Village, Do We Pay More? 


The Air Force has made it known 
that it will file condemnation suits on 
Raphael Village property just as soon 
as possible after Jan. 1. That probably 
means Jan. 2. 
At first glance, this dorsn t seem to 
make much difference to most people 
in Marin county. But it does. And the 
difference it makes could hit your 
pocketbook. 
Raphael Village is the housing area 
slightly north of Hamilton Air Force 
Base and on the west side of the high­ 
way. It was built with private funds 
under the Wherry Act, which allowed 
military 
installations 
to 
guarantee 
rental of the units by military personnel. 
The project was built with county 
inspection &nd under minimum FHA 
approval. The streets of the subdivision 
have been accepted into the county road 
system. 
Now the Air Force wants to build 
some 550 more housing units under the 
Capehart Act, another federal building 
law. But if Capehart dwellings are built 
near a Wherry project, the military 
service must, by law, buy the Wherry 
project—or no Capehart money. 
So 
the Air Force must buy Raphael Village. 
Raphael Village is owned by a private * 
developer. If the service acquires it, it 
will pass into public hands. This means 
it will go off the tax rolls. 
How much is involved0 
The county assessor’s office reports 
that appraised value of Raphael Village 
land is $100,000. 
Buildings and im­ 


provements on it are valued at $710,- 
000. Personal property of its residents 
totals $30,000. 
Thus the total we are talking about 
is $840,000 assessed value. 
That’s the 
largest single property assessment in 
the county. 
The tax rate in that area is $6.40. So 
annual tax payment from Raphael Vil­ 
lage has been in the neighborhood of 
$53,760. 
If the federal government takes over, 
of course that tax won’t be paid. But 
there are other things that will help 
make up the loss to the county. 
Resi­ 
dents of the area will now be on federal 
property and the school district will 
receive in lieu payments for the chil­ 
dren. There will be other payments to 
other political bodies in lieu of taxes. 
But will it be enough? 
Will the road department still have 
to maintain the roads? We assume so 
unless the Air Force decides to buy 
them too. What about fire protection0 
Usually a base fire department protects 
military structures. We assume it will 
there, but will it? What about police 
protection? Will the sheriff’s cars still 
have to patrol at homes or watch for 
speeders? And if so, who will pay for 
all this? 
There undoubtedly are, or will be, 
reasonable answers to these questions. 
But our point at this time is that both 
the public and our public officials 
should be alert to these problems. Be­ 
cause wrong answers could cost us more 
on our county tax bills.

Washington Taking Steps 
To Loosen Purse Strings 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK GD—Uncle Sam 
will be lending business a 
boosting hand as the new year 
starts. 
There are widespead doubts 
as to how effective it will be, 
but it signals a reversal of at­ 
titude in Washington from 
late sum m er’s economy drive. 
Now defense orders are be­ 
ing stepped up again. Wall 
Street is quick to take note— 
not only of the actual orders 
but also sometimes of mere 
rumors of orders. 
The Federal Reserve Bpard 
lowered the discount rate— 
the interest it charges banks 
when it lends them money. 
This didn’t make mopey really 
easy, 
mainly 
because 
the 
banks w eren’t being pressed 
to lend funds to business and 
didn’t step up their borrowing 
from the Federal Reserve. But 
the action put an official seal 
on the change from fearing 
inflation to worrying about re­ 
cession. 


NOW THE Departm ent of 
Commerce is adm itting the 
noticeable shift in business 
conditions showing up since 
September in the down trend 
in industrial output, factory 
employment, personal income 
and retail sales, and the level­ 
ing off of prices and of de­ 
mand for investment funds. 
To counter this, W ashing­ 
ton is trying two measures. 
The first is to ease up on the 
tight money that was aimed at 
holding inflation in check. 
How much of a cure this will 
be is yet to be seen. Just low­ 
ering interest rates doesn’t 
make a business firm borrow 
to expand or to carry inven­ 
tories or to speed up produc- 
+ion. 
The 
second 
measure 
is 
more direct. The Treasury is 
loosening its purse strings as 
much as it can without going 
beyond the federal debt limit. 


MILLIONS OF dollars will 
be spent to boost housing con­ 
struction. With other forms of 
construction still riding high, 
an upturn in home building is 
expected to bolster the entire 
economy during the uncertain 
winter and spring months. 


Defense orders are flowing 
again. This was expected after 
Sputnik knocked the economy 
drive into a cocked hat. But 
its tim ing is a happy one for 
some 
of 
the 
communities 
w h e r e unemployment had 
been rising because of pre­ 
vious cancellations of defense 
orders. 
More funds also are to be 
made available to foreign bor­ 
rowers so that they can order 
goods from American manu­ 
facturers. 
W hether these first steps to 
counteract the business reces­ 
sion will be effective is debat­ 
ed in business circles.

TIME WAS WHEN no com­ 
m unity wanted a route which 
would by-pass the business 
section. But the commission 
held to its policy of going’ 
around cities, and gradually, 
the cities found this worked 
out better than forcing traffic 
down Main Street. 
It follows that whenever a 
new freeway route is selected, 
there will be some objection, 
prim arily from the property 
owners, who either want, or 
do not want the freeway in 
their vicinities. It is difficult 
for homeowners, for instance 
to give up his residence for 
the “public good.” For this he 
cannot be blamed. N either can 
he see that perhaps the public 
good extends beyond his own 
individual needs and desires. 
But at least, the people 
should have ample opportun­ 
ity to file their protests with 
the State Highway Commis­ 
sion. and let the force of pub­ 
lic opinion dictate the answer. 
This is what the mayors 
want.

Indonesians Put 


Pressure On Allies

Indonesia is trying to put 
pressure on the United States 
and other Allied countries to 
support its claim to Nether­ 
lands New Guinea. 
Threats 
are 
being made 
that the “national interests” 
of Allied countries may be en­ 
dangered if they side with the 
Netherlands. 
Hints also are being made 
that Indonesia's “neutralist” 
policy may swing further to­ 
ward cooperation witljji Com­ 
munist-ruled nations. 


THE INDONESIAN govern­ 
m ent has made its dispute 
with The Netherlands over 
West New Guinea an issue in 
which any country which sup­ 
ports The Netherlands will be 
regarded as “colonialist.” 


On the other hand, Indo­ 
nesia claims the solid support 
of all the Asian and African 
countries which oppose “Co­ 
lonialism.” 


Newspapers in Jakarta, the 
capital, are hinting that In­ 
donesia may turn to Soviet 
Russia for aid. 


In its attem pt to force The 
Netherlands to give up posses­ 
sion of West New Guinea, the 
Indonesian government has 
taken control of all Dutch in­ 
terests, 
estimated 
to 
total 
more than $1 billion in value. 


It is being intim ated also 
that unless The Netherlands 
gives in this property may be 
seized outright. 


AN INDONESIAN foreign 
spokesman warned members 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization recently to “be 
on guard” against supporting 
The Netherlands. Such sup­ 
port, he said, would be taken 
as support of colonialism. 


W ithout specifying j u s t 
what he meant, the spokes­ 
man 
then 
said 
he 
hoped 
NATO countries would not 
risk their own national inter­ 
ests “for the sake of Dutch 
colonialism” ‘in New Guinea. 


During the recent United 
Nations debate on New Gui­ 
nea, the United States took a 
neutral attitude, despite the 
fact that The,Netherlands is 
a fellow member cf NATO. 


This, however, did not satis 
fy the Indonesian government. 
Foreign Minister Subandrio— 
he has no first name— com­ 
plained in a speech in parlia­ 
ment that the United State# 


has shifted from “the possibil­ 
ity of an active and construc­ 
tive” policy. Such a policy, 
naturally, would have support­ 
ed the Indonesian claim. 


THE 
INDONESIANS 
are 
pursuing their claim by every 
means despite indications that 
it may be heading toward 
chaos. 


Ever since the country won 
its independence from The 
Netherlands in 1949, there 
have been chronic revolts in 
several parts of the islands. 
Army officers 
have seized 
control of parts of Sumatra. 
For months, there has been 
seriouS dissension in the Par­ 
liament. For reasons not yet 
made quite clear, President 
Sukarno has 
r e q u e s t e d

both sides hand the judge the 
instructions they would like 
him to give to the jury. After 
thinking them over, the judge 
may take the proposed instruc­ 
tions of one side or of the oth­ 
er, or he may prepare and give 
his own. 
Under the law now, the law­ 
yers, 
to help them 
present 
their case to the jury and make 
the best use of court time, may 
have the judge tell them what 
instructions he plans to give. 
Of course, trials may not go 


as planned. Unexpected things 
happen, and the lawyers may 
think the judge should give 
the jury new instructions. And 
the judge after thinking over 
their proposals may do so, even 
on issues arising during the ar­ 
guments before the jury. 
Much 
the 
same 
holds 
in 
criminal cases, except that the 
lawyers need not hand in their 
proposed instructions until the 
first witness appears. And the 
judge may inform the lawyers 
what his instructions will be at 
any time before they sum up 
their cases. 
Of course, the judge does not 
instruct the jury until just be­ 
fore he sends them out to 
bring in their verdict. Other­ 
wise any change in view of 
new facts, for instance, could 
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confuse the jurors. 
But by knowing how the 
judge proposes to instruct the 
jury, the lawyers on both sides 
in their arguments can stick 
more easily to the main ques­ 
tions of fact and thus help the 
jury to decide them.

SAG IN AUTUMN 
One of the peak periods in 
the film business has always 
been the fall. But the fall of 
1957 saw business sag instead 
of rise. And if that w eren’t bad 
enough, the Asian flu struck. 
A researcher figured theater 
attendance fell to around 30 
million in an October week, 
compared with 42 million a 
year previous. The slump was 
directly due to prevalence of 
Asian flu and fears of contract­ 
ing the disease, the survey de­ 
clared. 


Forest Fire 


Damage Takes 


Sharp Drop 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
first 11 months of 1957 were 
about normal as far as forest 
and range fires on both state 
and county responsibility area 
but the dollar damage result­ 
ing from fires on state control 
areas showed a sharp drop, 
says a report from the state 
Division of Forestry. 
During the January-Novem- 
ber period there were 2,064 
fires 
on 
state responsibility 
areas and 6,518 in county areas. 
Only four county fires and 83 
on state areas were blamed on 
lightning. 
The state area fires burned 
127.000 acres of timber, wood­ 
land, brush, grass, hay and 
grain for a total damage of 
$338,957. This included $212,- 
592 in damages to improve­ 
ments, $52,474 to timber, $63,- 
732 to range, and $10,159 to 
hay and grain. 
Damages were $665,276 in 
1956 
and 
$4,198.049 
during 
1955. 


According to the Bureau of 
the Census, approximately 40 
per cent of America’s popula­ 
tion will exceed 45 years of 
age by 1980. 


The extent of the film de- 
pression was measured in Chi* 
cago, traditionally a weathef 
vane for the movie business. 
Variety reported a “state of 
panic, reflected by wholesale 
theater closures and distribu- 
tion office head-choppings.” 
An Illinois theater executive 
said only 178 film houses re­ 
mained open in Chicago out 
of an original 310. And 108 of 
those still open were deep in 
the red, he declared. There 
were predictions that only 50 
theaters would remain in the 
Chicago area. 
Onetime giants of the indus­ 
try found themselves in dire 
straits. 


PROXY FIGHT 
MGM, once the greatest of 
the studios, was wracked by 
a proxy fight that sapped its 
creative energies. Management 
won out over the insurgents, 
but the battle damaged MGM’s 
earning capacities. 
RKO, traditionally the sick 
studio 
of 
Hollywood, 
suc­ 
cumbed. General Tire inter­ 
ests, which had bought RKO 
from Howard Hughes to use its 
backlog on TV, made a stab at 
full production and lost heav­ 
ily. Rather than continue los­ 
ing, RKO was disbanded as a 
releasing company. At year’s 
end, the studio was sold—iron­ 
ically—to TV’s Desi Arnaz. 


OTHERS HIT 
Other studios were struck by 
periodic 
belt-tightening 
and 
cutbacks. The only plant going 
full steam ahead was 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox. Defying the trend. 
Fox continued in full produc­ 
tion and appeared to be scor­ 
ing with its ambitious pro­ 
gram. 
So successful was the new 
Fox studio boss, Buddy Adler, 
that he was handed a multi­ 
million dollar contract remi­ 
niscent of the era of the late 
Louis B. Mayer. 
Despite the wails, some filmi 
were 
making 
more 
money 
than ever before. Examples: 
“Around 
the 
World 
in 
80 
Days,” and “The Ten Com­ 
mandments.” 
That led some studios to 
seek their salvation in bigness. 
But that was no sure answer. 
MGM’s 
biggest 
film 
s i n c e 
“Gone With the Wind”— “Rain- 
tree 
County”—did far from 
smash business in its first en­ 
gagements. And the five mil­ 
lion 
dollar 
“Spirit 
of 
St. 
Louis” ended deep in the red. 
Even good pictures like “12 
Angry men” and “Love in the 
Afternoon” 
failed 
to 
draw 
business. 
The answer? H o l l y w o o d 
wishes it knew.

We're sure our little ones have 
feelings. We say their feelings 
are important.

Then he lets loose and falls 
kerplunk. 
Do 
you 
laugh at 
him? Make him feel foolish? 
Or do you treat the fall as a 
joke, and encourage 
his 
ef­ 
forts? I hope you help him to 
see he’s getting to be a big 
boy. I hope you show joy in 
his progress. Then he’ll blos­ 
som. Do the opposite and you 
will see him cringe. Do babies 
have feelings? Of course. 
Your baby boy is eating with 
a spoon for the first time.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
state Department of Social Wel­ 
fare reported the general re­ 
lief rolls in most counties fol­ 
lowed the normal winter trend 
by increasing 5.000 during No­ 
vember to a total of 60,532 
persons.

CBS was just as astounded to 
find that “The Last Word” was 
one of its most successful “cul 
tural” shows. 
However, the 
show was shuffled around the 
network like a rubber ball and 
finally last summer was drop 
ped from the air. . 
MAIL RESPONSE 
The mail suddenly shot up 
ward and thousands of Ameri 
cans 
“demanded” 
that 
the 
show be returned to the air at 
once. 
CBS listened carefully and 
now that the hectic profession 
al football season is completed 
the network has found a spot 
for the show and it returns to 
the air on Sunday afternoon 
January 5 at 12:30 p.m. 
Dr. Evans and John Mason 
Brown will be on hand and the 
usual number of learned guests 
have been lined up to make ap 
pearances. To kick off the re 
turning series, Dr. A. Whitney 
Griswold and 
Gretchen Fih 
letter will make up the pane 
Judging from the number of 
letters and phone calls I’ve hac 
about this show over the last 
three or four months, there 11 
be a lot of people very happy 
about the return of this fine 
television show. 
KPFA FANS 
Fans of KPFA in Berkeley 
the long hair FM radio station 
took me to task recently be 
cause I was reported to have 
made 
some 
disparaging 
re 
marks about them and the sta 
tion. 
It isn’t true. 
Never let it be said that I 
would run down “long hairs, 
as a group. America is filled 
with lots of them. 
If those people like the type 
of 
programs 
dispensed 
by 
KPFA, more power to them. I 
don’t, usually. 
Not that 1 don’t appreciate 
what KPFA is doing . . . I do. 
There are, I must admit, oc­ 
casions when I want something 
along this line, but life is 
broader than listening to this 
continous diet of “intellectual 
radio.” 
The so called popular i*&dio 
and 
television 
programs 
all 
have something to offer. 1 can 
take a little of the various pro­ 
gram types regardless of what 
they might be, without feeling 
that I am a full-time “low 
brow.” 
WARNING SOUNDED 
Personally I have a great 
deal of respect for such sta­ 
tions as KPFA. There is a real 
need 
for 
them. 
There 
are 
many people who find enjoy­ 
ment only in this type of pro­ 
gramming. But it is not exactly 
the most popular type of pro­ 
gramming available. For that 
reason I felt it was necessary 
to warn any potential listener 
just what kind of programming 
they could expect.

HOLLYWOOD 
— “It’s the 
difference between having your 
merchandise in the basement 
or having it in the street win­ 
dow.” 
This was Danny Thomas’s ex­ 
planation of 
his phenomenal 
success in leaping to the top 
area in the TV viewer polls this 
season. 
It has bqen a fantastic feat. 
Danny’s family show had been 
on TV four seasons. Last year 
his rating hit the skids. 


BREAKS PRECEDENT 
“By all rights, I should have 
been off the air by now,” said 
Danny. “Every law of televis­ 
ion would indicate that I was 
through. 
“And I could have done very 
well financially if I had quit. I 
then could have released our 
four-year backlog for reruns 
and made a lot of money. 
But 
everything 
in 
me 
revolted 
against quitting that way. 
“So the success we’ve had is 
truly ‘art for art’s sake.’ ” 
I asked him if he thought his 
show was' any better this year. 


BETTER TEAMWORK 
“I don’t see how I can say 
that it is,” he replied, “except 
that in our fifth year we shoulc 
be working even better as 
team. But I don’t think that 
we have ever had a really bac 
show; at least that’s what peo­ 
ple tell me. 
“Certainly we couldn’t have 
asked for more awards or crit 
ical raves than we got in our 
first three years. And we got 
up to a good rating too. But 
last year we came right in the 
middle 
of 
‘Climax’ and 
we 
couldn’t do a thing.” 
Fortunately. Danny had allies 
in his desire to keep the show 
alive. One was advertising ex­ 
ecutive Tom McDermott, who 
sold a sponsor on buying Dan­ 
ny. 


KEEPS RATINGS 
The cause wasn’t hurt by 
Desi Arnaz, who commented 
that Danny’s was the one show 
which could sustain the ratings 
in the time “I Love Lucy” was 
vacating. 
Against considerable opposi­ 
tion, Danny inherited the prime 
Monday spot. He scored the top 
ratings for a comedy show. 
How long can he continue in 
the TV grind? 
“I have options for two more 
years after this one,” he said. 
“I’d like to do at leas onemore 
year in deference to the spon­ 
sors. Then I'd like to slow down 
and let the reruns work for 
me. 


Disney Foresees Truce 


Between Movies, TV 


(A leader of the entertain­ 
ment industry says the public 
now demands better shows 
and the industry is ready to 
meet the challenge in 1958.)

HOLLYWOOD—I have been 
asked by the United Press to 
give my opinion regarding th£ 
outlook for the motion picture 
and television industries in the 
year ahead. 
The role of prophet has been 
handed me presumably because 
our organization deals with pro­ 
duction and distribution in both 
these fields of mass entertain­ 
ment. 
. * 
1 can only speak for the in­ 
dustry as a whole in so far as 
our own studio reflects typical 
current conditions. 


From that standpoint, and 
from the sum of past experi­ 
ence, I can be reasonably op­ 
timistic. 
In the matter of 
supplying the needs of public 
amusement and recreation I 
have become a confirmed op­ 
timist. 
I have built our or­ 
ganization and our policies 
around thfct faith. 


More than ever I believe in 
the permanence of any wel 
founded institution v hich rec­ 
ognizes and caters to the basic 
needs of people, spiritually as 
well as materially. And in my 
opinion, entertainment in its 
broadest sense has become a 
necessity rather than a luxury 
in the life of the American pub­ 
lic. . 
This, I know, is also the, gen­ 
eral view of the leadership in 
our business. And thus I be­ 
lieve I voice the attitude and 
creed of both theatrical film 
and television producers.

fields of popular entertain­ 
ment. 


It has become obvious that 
neither is going to put the oth­ 
er out of business, nor greatly 
impair its potential prosperity 
— not in the foreseeable future. 
Movies in the theater and 
movies on the home screens 
seek the same massive audi­ 
ence. Neither has permanently 
trapped — nor can hold — any 
exclusive major portion of this 


audience. Both originate from 
the 
same 
source 
of 
photo­ 
graphed 
drama 
and 
news 
events and have comparable 
problems in the mechanics and 
merchandising of products com­ 
pounded of story material and 
appealing personalities. 


Television and theatrical 
motion pictures must learn 
now to live together compati­ 
bly. Co-existence in the favor 
of some 50 million current 
patrons per week for both 
media is demanded for the 
healthy life of the heretofore 
contentious parties. 


We were the first studio in 
the industry to work out a pat­ 
tern in making both theatrical 
and television shows. 
It has 
proved a successful operation 
and a happy marriage. The pat­ 
tern, based on reconciliation of 
elements once regarded as irre­ 
vocably antagonistic, is now be­ 
ing followed by other studios 
producing both types of shows. 
It 
employs 
cross 
promotion 
without impairing the enter­ 
tainment quality of either. 


One thing I do know: The 
public 
demands 
a 
better 
grade of entertainment. It is 
more discriminatory. It will 
shop for the best. Fresh stor­ 
ies, imaginative new treat­ 
ment, 
adventures 
in 
new 
spheres, get attention. 


Certainly there are more ad­ 
justments and compensations 
to be made. 
Television may 
find new operational formats. 
But all the signs seem to me 
favorable for continuance and 
prosperous expansion in our 
two-forked great industry in 
line wish today’s standard of 
living, levels of culture and the 
national economy.
